ERS. 


Few replies have been made by Ke- 
publlcan speakers In this county to 
the attacks by the local Democratic 
organ. The most interesting of these 
was voiced by Hugh li. Kustburn, 
Esq., of JJublln, on Saturday night. 


Alter complimenting the 
present 


County Commissioners on tbeir wise 
management of affairs, Mr. Kaslburn 
addressed himself to a statement In a 
local Democratic paper to the effect, 
that when the present Board went 
Into off.cc it found a balance of $21,000 
there, and that since then 11 has not 
only exhausted that sum and increase?! 
the tax rate, but is continuing to 
make matters worse. 


"If that statement was intended to 


make the people believe that the Dem- 
ocrats left every bill paid and the sum 
of 121,000 in the treasury when they 
went out of office it is not fair," said 
Mr. Eastburn. "When the new Board 
came into office, there was an out- 
standing note of the old Hoard of 
$22.000, which this balance was not 
sufficient to pay and I have been In a 
position to know that the present 
lioard of Commissioners has adminis- 
tered the affairs of the county wisely 
•ml economically, and I aNo know 
that there have been increased ex- 
penses, which the .Democrats do not 
speak about in theso slplements. 
There is one-eighth of the ex pense of 
building 'good roads' which 
the 


county must pay, arid since three years 
ago the Board has been called upon to 
shoulder the burden of maintaining 
turnpikes 
which 
have 
been con- 


demned. Tbis law, which has not yet 
been passed by toe courts, states speci- 
fically that the expenses must be borne 
by the city, county or borough; no ex- 
pense Is put on the townships ''

BUCKMAN WAIVED A 


FINE TO GAIN A VOTE. 


As a cardinal virtue cited in favor of 


Clarence J. Buckmim's election to the 
Leglslatuie, the Republican organiza- 
tion publishes the statement that Mr. 
Buckman, as counsel for the Middle- 
town township road supervisors "was 
brought Into close touch with the good 
roads campaign.'' 


The word "touch" is very aptly 


used in this connection. 
As far as 


we have been able to learn Mr. Buck- 
man's "touch" has been of a very 
deft nature. He has a law office in 
Philadelphia and has never practiced 
in the Bucks county courts, lo our 
knowledge. 


The constables of Mlddlelown town- 


ship have arrested a great number of 
automobile owners, who, while driv- 
ing their machines through the dls- 
'trlct, have failed to sound a horn at 
the various cross toads, which is a 
technical Molation of the law. The 
constables would jot down the number 
of the offending drivers' license lag 
and the numbers were then turned 
over to Mr. Buckman, who would is- 
sue a summons from his Philadelphia 
office requesting the auto owner lo 
appear before him and pay the fine 
and "costs." 
This strenuous work practically re- 


presents Mr. Buckman's familiarity 
with the stone road movement, but 
even in this important phase of the 
case Mr. liuekman has not always 
had the interests of the dear taxpay- 
ers of his home township at heart, but 
has been influenced by selfish motives 
in uctlng as the legal representative of 
the supervisors.

Buckman summoned a violator of the 
automobile law lo his office in Phila- 
delphia, ttilhthe demand lo call and 
pay the penalty.

When the candidate for 
th» Legislature found the ulteiider was 
from Bristol, Mr. liuekman asked him 
if "he knew Mr. GrundyV" After a 
pleiisant conversation Mr. Buckman 
handed the Bri&tolian his campaign 
card mid said he was a candidate for 
the 'Legislature, and magnanimously 
agreed not to collect the fine.

Finley Caie May Be Settled. 


Restoration by the relatives of David 


Knight Finley of the amount taken 
from Edward T. Hteel & Co., of Bris- 
tol, 
will possibly result in a week's 


time in the liberation of Finley, now 
held in flO.uuO ball on a charge of em- 
bezzlement. This is said on the best 
authority. 


The entire sum of money taken at 


first supposed to be about $7,(MJO, was, 
it is found, between 12,500 and ?3,000. 
While Finley cannot make restitution 
himself, some of his relatives, includ- 
ing his father, have proposed to raise 
the money. If the entire sum is re* 
paid, Steel & (Jo. will not press the 
piosecution of their former cashier 
further. 


'Ihe entire possibility of such an 


ending of the case out of court de- 
pends upon the .satisfaction of the law 
in the premises and the assent of the 
District Attorney. If Finley's offence 
was simply embezzlement, the settle- 
ment can easily be made, but if lar- 
ceny be in question it could not be 
done without violating the law's pro- 
hibition of jUie compounding of-a fel- 
ony. 
This question has not yet been 


fully determined. 
In view of the unsettled slalus of 


the case 'Squire Kraft on Wednesday 
granted a continuance of the hearing 
of Finley until Wednesday exeuing. 
J. Harry Wagner, of Philadelphia, 
his lawyer, asked for the poslpone- 
menl, to which no objection was made 
by Gilkeson & James, the Kleels' at- 
torneys. 


Finley is still confined in the bor- 


ough station house here and seems to 
hiue suffered but little by reason of 
Ills cramped quarters. 
JHe is frequent- 


ly visited by friends, is kept well sup- 
plied with reading matter and is fur- 
nished weals from his former board-, 
ing house.
